DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5, 8-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 5, the Prior Art of record failed to teach or disclose all the limitations of the claim 
including the outer periphery of the ring being of diametrical dimension less than a 
diametrical dimension of the recess. Regarding claims 8 and 9, the Prior Art of record 
failed to teach or suggest all the limitations of the claim including that when fitment fully 
received over the head, there is a spacing between the free end surface of the head 
and a facing surface of the fitment, and wherein the fitment fully received over the head 
and said horn not yet applied to the wall of the container, there is a spacing of from 
0.2mm to 0.5mm between the annular surface portion of the anvil and the annular, 
radially outer portion of the flange.
